6. JAPAN 

LAT’S JAMESON, IN TOKYO (NOV 10), COMMENTS ON FORD 
VISIT THAT FEW JAPANESE GIVE TANAKA CHANCE TO STAY 
IN OFFICE BEYOND JULY WHEN HIS TERM AS LDP PRESIDENT 
EXPIRES; MANY FEEL HE MAY STEP DOWN SOONER. 

US EMBASSY READINGS OF TANAKA'S POLITICAL STRENGTH 
HAVE DROPPED SO LOW THAT ONE OFFICIAL SAYS "TANAKA 
WILL BE THE PM ON THE OCCASION OF THE VISIT (NOV 
18-22). HOW LONG THEREAFTER DEPENDS UPON THE 
JAPANESE PEOPLE." SAME OFFICIAL DOUBTED THERE WOULD 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BE A VISIT, IF FORD HAD TO HAMMER DOWN SOLUTIONS 
TO SPECIFIC PROBLEMS, AND SAID THAT THE VISIT WILL 
NOW BE PLAYED AS SYMBOL OF RELATIONS WHICH DEVELOPED

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INFLATION IS MAJOR FACTOR ERODING TANAKA S POPULARITY.

TANAKA SURVIVED LDP SETBACK IN JULY UPPER HOUSE 
ELECTIONS, LARGELY BECAUSE NO OTHER SINGLE LEADER 

ENJOYED ENOUGH SUPPORT TO CHALLENGE HIM. BUT MAGAZINE 
EXPOSE OF HIS FREE-WHEELING BUSINESS DEALS LED TO 
AN 'ERUPTION OF DEMANDS" WITHIN LDP THAT TANAKA SET 
DOUBTS TO REST, IN THE DIET AFTER FORD'S VISIT. TANAKA 
MUST EXPLAIN HOW HE ACQUIRED MILLIONS OF SHARES OF 
STOCK AND LAND NOW VALUED AT MORE THAN 9.5 MILLION

COMPANIES"; USE OF 6.5 MILLION DOLLARS IN POLITICAL 
FUNDS HE DOLED OUT TO LDP DIET MEMBERS IN PAST THREE 
YEARS; WHETHER KENJI OSANO, WHO OWNS HOTELS WITH 6,000 
ROOMS AT WAIKIKI, BOUGHT OUT FLOUNDERING TANAKA 
ENTERPRISE, AND FOR WHAT POSSIBLE FAVOR; AND HOW 
CABARET HOSTESS HIRED AS HIS SECRETARY CAME INTO LAND

JAMESON NOTES TWO FACTORS IN TANAKA S FAVOR, FAILURE 
OF JAPANESE PRESS TO FOLLOW UP ON MAGAZINE CHARGES 
AND FAILURE OF LDP TO REACH CONSENSUS ON POSSIBLE 
SUCCESSOR. NEVERTHELESS, HE FORECASTS "PERIOD OF

REVIEWING FORD'S FIRST 100 DAYS, WP'S BRODER (ALSO IN GLOBE 
AND PHINQ) FINDS HE IS STILL VERY MUCH 'MAN OF CONGRESS" 

IN METHOD, MANNER AND CHARACTER. "LIKE ANY SUCCESSFUL 
CONGRESSIONAL POLITICIAN, HE PUTS GREAT STOCK IN KEEPING

NOT VOICED THOSE SAME RESERVATIONS" TO FORD HIMSELF. 

HEARST’S WALLACH REPORTS US OFFICIALS DISCLOSE HAK TOOK 
"UNPRECEDENTED STEP" OF CHECKING WITH PRC LEADERS ABOUT 
KREMLIN S BID FOR US-SOVIET SUMMIT AT VLADIVOSTOK, AND 
RECOMMENDED MEETING ONLY AFTER PRESUMABLY MAO OR CHOU 
INDICATED THERE WOULD BE NO CHINESE OBJECTION. UNKNOWN 
WHETHER HAK SIMILARLY SOUNDED OUT MOSCOW BEFORE AGREEING 
TO MAKE PEKING VISIT LATER THIS MONTH. ACCORDING TO 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WAT. LACH’S SOURCES, MOSCOW ORIGINALLY HAD REQUESTED 
VLADIVOSTOK SUMMIT IN DAYS FOLLOWING FORD'S BECOMING 
PRESIDENT, AND MATTER WAS THEN RAISED BY HAK WITH 
HUANG CHEN (BALTO N-A NOV. 12). 

REUTER'S SHARP, IN PEKING, REPORTS WESTERN OBSERVERS 
PREDICTING HAK "IS GOING TO HAVE A LOT OF EXPLAINING 
TO DO" WHEN HE VISITS PRC. ONE OF HIS MAIN TASKS WILL 
BE TO REASSURE CHINESE THAT NOTHING HARMFUL TO THEIR 
INTERESTS IS HAPPENING BEHIND THEIR BACKS, AND THIS 
MAY BE MORE DIFFICULT THAN USUAL BECAUSE CHINESE 
"ARE HINTING THEY ARE DISPLEASED" WITH US-SOVIET SUMMIT 
TAKING PLACE SO CLOSE TO THEIR BORDER. CITES ONE 
DIPLOMAT'S REMARK THAT CHINESE DON'T LIKE THIS KIND OF 
SUMMITRY AT BEST OF TIMES, SO "WHEN YOU DO IT ON 
THEIR DOORSTEP IT IS A BIT OF AN AFFRONT." 

SHARP OUTLINES "OTHER BLEMISHES" MARRING SINO-US 
RAPPROCHEMENT SINCE HAK’S PRC VISIT YEAR AGO: CHINESE 
"DID NOT LIKE" UNGER'S APPOINTMENT TO ROC, "SINCE IT 
DEMONSTRATED WASHINGTON'S COMMITMENT" TO TAIPEI; 

PEKING REFUSED TO ACCEPT SOME US WHEAT SHIPMENTS BECAUSE 
THEY WERE INFECTED WITH FUNGUS; AND PRC REQUEST IN MAY 
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THAT USLO WITHDRAW SIX MARINE GUARDS "GENERATED SOME 
TEMPORARY BAD FEELINGS." BUT DESPITE THESE PROBLEMS, 

SAYS SHARP, MOST WESTERN OBSERVERS BELIEVE RELATIONS 
ARE TOO IMPORTANT TO BOTH SIDES TO BE THREATENED BY 
MINOR BICKERING. 

ONE IMPORTANT NEW FACTOR AFFECTING HAK'S VISIT IS CHOU'S 

ILLNESS WHICH MEANS SECRETARY WILL BE TALKING MOSTLY 
WITH TENG HSIAO-PING, CHIAO KUAN-HUA AND OTHER FOREIGN 
MINISTRY OFFICIALS. SOME OBSERVERS CLAIM PRC IS BECOMING 
IMPATIENT WITH US CONTINUED COMMITMENT TO ROC. BUT 
ADMIN, PRESUMABLY, IS CONTENT WITH SITUATION SINCE IT 
GIVES US WHAT IT WANTS: CONTINUOUS CONTACTS AND TRADE 
WITH PEKING WITHOUT POLITICAL EMBARRASSMENT OF BACKING 
AWAY FROM ROC. SO, "NOT LIKELY THAT ANY AGREEMENT ON 
FULL DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS" BETWEEN US AND PRC WILL BE 
FTNAT.T7.ED SOON. 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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SHARP SAYS OBSERVERS IN PEKING, ON BROADER PERSPECTIVE, 
BELIEVE CHINESE CAN TAKE COMFORT FROM CERTAIN TRENDS IN 
US-SOVIET RELATIONS AND IN US DOMESTIC POLITICS. THEY 
NOTE, FOR EXAMPLE, GROWING SKEPTICISM ABOUT DETENTE WITH 
MOSCOW NOW BEING VOICED IN US - SKEPTICISM EARNESTLY 
ENDORSED BY PEKING. CHINESE ARE ALSO AWARE OF DEMOCRATIC 
GAINS IN RECENT US ELECTIONS AND "REAL PROSPECT" OF 
DEMOCRATIC PRESIDENT BEING ELECTED IN 1976. ONE "HOPEFUL," 
SEN. JACKSON, SAYS HE FAVORS SPEEDING DIPLOMATIC TIES. 

THUS, IT MAY WELL BE IN CHINA'S INTEREST TO ADOPT HOLDING 
POSITION WITH HAK UNTIL 1976. 

S-N (NOV 12) CITES PEKING'S "SUDDEN DECLARATION OF 
INTEREST" IN NONAGGRESSION PACT WITH SOVIET, AND 
RESULTING SPECULATION ABOUT WHETHER THIS PORTENDS 
GENUINE BREAKTHROUGH IN SINO-SOVIET RELATIONS. MAINTAINS 
THAT EVEN POSSIBLE THAW BETWEEN COMMUNIST POWERS IS 
SOMETHING FOR HAK "TO THINK ABOUT BEFORE HE TRAVELS 
TO PEKING," FOR THEIR FEUD IS "AN IMPORTANT ASSUMPTION" 

IN WARMING OF PRC-US RELATIONS - AND PEKING MAY WANT 
TO CREATE DOUBTS IN OUR MINDS ON THAT SCORE, FOR 
WHATEVER BARGAINING EDGE IT MIGHT PROVIDE. 

NYT'S RESTON SEES WASHINGTON AS TOWN "ALIVE THESE DAYS 
WITH FREE ADVICE" AND WITH PRES "MAIN TARGET." HE 
IS BEING TOLD IN AND OUT OF ADMIN THAT HE SHOULD CANCEL 
TRIP TO JAPAN, SK AND SOVIET. FEELS "THERE IS A GOOD 
ARGUMENT" FOR FORD TO STAY HOME, FOR TANAKA IS IN 
TROUBLE PERSONALLY AND POLITICALLY, AND SO IS PARK. 
CONTENDS IT WON’T HELP FORD WITH PRC TO MEET BREZHNEV

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TIONS IN TOKYO. "MORE IMPORTANT," US-JAPANESE RELATIONS 
"HAVE BEEN IN TROUBLE EVER SINCE" NIXON WENT TO CHINA 
AND DEVALUED DOLLAR "WITHOUT CONSULTING THE JAPANESE." 
ACCORDINGLY, CALLING OFF FORD VISIT AT LAST MINUTE 
WOULD HAVE BEEN AWKWARD, SO HE IS TAKING FLIGHT. 

RESTON OBSERVES US OFFICIALS ARE GETTING PLENTY OF 
ADVICE AND IMPERATIVE INSTRUCTIONS FROM ALL SIDES,
